Drive to get blue 
plaque for Duncan 

A FUNDRAISING drive is under way in 
order to get a plaque commemorating one 
of Dudley’s most famous sons - Duncan 
Edwards. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin and Council¬ 
lor Dave Tyler have teamed up to try to get 
a blue plaque installed in the town in mem¬ 
ory of the Manchester United and England 
legend, who died from injuries sustained 
during the Munich air disaster in 1958. 

Blue plaques, a scheme supported by 
English Heritage, celebrate the link be¬ 
tween notable figures and the place where 
they lived.

MORE than £1 million is be¬ 
ing spent on sending pupils 
from Dudley to independent 
special schools - with most of 
them being sent outside the 
borough. 

There were 52 pupils sent to the 
independent schools during 2014/15 
with the places funded by Dudley 
Council. Almost three quarters of 
those pupils - 36 - are sent to schools 
outside of the borough. 

Now Dudley Council has been criticised over 
a ‘lack of planning’ to ensure that there are an 
adequate number of places within the borough. 

The total cost, from the education budget, 
is £1,008,010. In addition, £81,747 was spent 
on transport to get the 
children to the schools. 

Education bosses at 
the council say that 
the needs of the chil¬ 
dren come first and 
that youngsters were 
only sent outside the 
borough when neces¬ 
sary. 

But UKIP councillor 
Paul Brothwood said it 
was up to the council 
to be able to cater for 

special school pupils. 

Councillor Brothwood said: “We have lost a 
number of special schools in Dudley and it is 
now costing even more to send children outside 
of the borough, which is costly for the taxpayer. 
There has to be long-term planning. 

“It’s difficult for parents with one child that 
needs to go to a special school and one that 
needs to go to a typical primary school, it means 
they have to make two journeys, and one out¬ 
side of the borough.” 

Tony Oakman, strategic director for the peo¬ 
ple directorate at Dudley Council, said: “Out 
of borough placements provide highly special¬ 
ist education for children who often have very 
complex needs. 

“The placements are only agreed where ab¬ 
solutely necessary, to meet very challenging 
needs, and after every other option in borough 
has been exhausted. 

“We monitor and review placements very 
closely and bring pupils back into the borough 
if appropriate. However, the needs of children 
will, and must, always be the top priority in 
deciding what educational provision is appro¬ 
priate.” 

Councillor Brothwood said he was concerned 
about school places as a whole across Dudley 
with The Coseley School potentially facing clo¬ 
sure and with hundreds of homes set to be built 
over the next decade. He said: “We are seeing 
schools close and lots of houses being built.”

‘IT’S devastating. It’s heart¬ 
breaking.’ 

These are the words of sisters whose 
78-year-old mother thought she was 
going to be killed by robbers who pinned 
her down in her own home. 

Joyce Bennett suffered a fractured 
arm in the ordeal, which saw three men 
force their way into her Halesowen 
property. 

One raider put a gloved hand over 
the terrified grandmother’s mouth and 
held her down as the other robbers rifled 
through cupboards. 


The terrified pensioner’s attackers 
got away with her handbag and purse, 
which contained a small amount of cash. 

The robbery, which happened at 9pm 
on Wednesday, in Springfield Drive, 
bears striking similarities to an attack 
in West Bromwich at the end of March. 
Police said they were not ruling out the 
possibility of the two being linked. 

Mrs Bennett’s daughters have now 
made a plea for anyone who has infor¬ 
mation about the attackers to come for¬ 
ward. 

Claire Roberts, 46, received a call from 
her distraught mother seconds after the 


attackers had fled. “She said she had 
been burgled and that she thought she 
had broken her shoulder,” Mrs Roberts 
said. She arrived to find her mother 
being treated by paramedics. 

Mrs Bennett’s other daughter Helen 
Neville, 49, said it was heartbreaking 
to think of how scared her mother had 
been. She said: “She remembers three 
men coming in and being pushed to the 
ground. One put a gloved hand over her 
face. She did say she thought they were 
going to kill her. ”

Inspectors tell care 
home it must improve 


A NURSING home has been told 
it must improve its levels of safe¬ 
ty and care. 

In a report following an inspection 
by the Care Quality Commission, 
Woodview House Nursing Home was 
told its overall service ‘required im¬ 
provement’. 

According to the report, medication was 
not being stored correctly, there were is¬ 
sues in communication and a failure to re¬ 
spond in a caring way. 

The inspection at the home, in Hagley 
Road, Hayley Green, Halesowen, took place 
in February. 

The report listed five key areas of its ser¬ 
vice that needed improving - safety, effec¬ 
tiveness, care, response and leadership. 

Sean Tregonning, spokesman for Shaw 
Healthcare, which oversees the home, said: 
“We acknowledge that improvements are 
required and as the CQC report highlighted 
we are in the process of recruiting a new 
manager to implement our action plan.” 

Safety 

The care home can care for up to 24 
people with dementia and mental health 
problems. 

The issues with safety was that medica¬ 
tion records had not been accurately stored, 
meaning the care home could not ‘ensure’ 
the right medication was handed out. 

There were also problems with commu¬ 
nicating ‘risks to people’ which meant staff 
did not always have the right information 
to support people safely. 

However the report also said staff knew 
‘the actions to take if they suspected some¬ 
one was at risk of harm’, and there were 
sufficient numbers of people on duty. 

Covering the area of ‘caring’, the report 
requested that the care home improve. 

It said staff did not always respond to 
distressed residents in a caring way. How¬ 
ever staff could explain ‘how to treat people 
with dignity.’ 

Residents and family members could ex¬ 
press their views about the care, the report 
said, but it stated the service was not ‘al¬ 
ways responsive.’ 

The inspectors added there was a lack 
of meaningful activities available for resi¬ 
dents, but complaints procedures were in 
place for people and relatives to voice their 
concerns.

A SECOND Poundland store has 
opened in Dudley. 

Europe’s largest single price re¬ 
tailer opened the store in units 2-5 
of The Moor Centre, Brierley Hill 
as part of the company’s 99p con¬ 
version, following the buy-out last 
year. 

And with the 99p store on Dud¬ 
ley Hight Street looking set to close 
in the coming weeks, speculation is 
growing Poundland could be set to 


take over. Poundland spokesman 
Joel Herga said: “Poundland is 
currently considering the acquisi¬ 
tion of new stores to add to those 
already opened this year. 

The stringent acquisition process 
ensures the new stores are posi¬ 
tioned in the right location and fit 
Poundland’s customer profile. 

“Due to the popularity of 
Poundland’s product ranges, the 
organisation is keen not to raise 


anticipation for a new store before 
plans are finalised.” 

The new store will also raise 
funds for Macmillan Cancer Sup¬ 
port as part of a national partner¬ 
ship. 

All the money raised by the 
store will fund Macmillan’s vital 
services. Since launching its part¬ 
nership with Macmillan in 2009, 
Poundland has raised more than 
£1.5 million for the charity. 


Community 
centre is hit 
by potential 
rise in costs 

A COMMUNITY centre set to be built 
in Dudley seven years after it was first 
proposed has come up against further 
delays. 

The North Priory Community Centre 
has long been planned near the Donkey 
Pools playing fields on Priory Road, with 
ground works getting under way in No¬ 
vember last year. 

It is to include a meeting hall, kitchen, 
cafe, changing rooms, shower facilities 
and multi-use games area. 

But the need to negotiate a new 
budget for the centre means the plan 
could be reduced, which may mean los¬ 
ing the changing rooms. 

Councillor Ken Finch, who represents 
the Castle and Priory Ward, said he is 
still confident that the first brick will be 
laid in the coming weeks. 

“We initially aimed to have the first 
brick laid in early spring but there has 
been a delay,” he explained. 

“The tender for the work went out 
and we had four replies. One of them 
was within budget but we felt that they 
would not do the job to the standards we 
would like. One of the other offers was 
coming in over budget at £700,000, so 
our officers have gone back to see if it 
can be re-negotiated and reduced.” 

He added: “We want this to be a first- 
class community centre for the people of 
the estate because they deserve this and 
have waited long enough.” 

The scheme was going to cost £480,000 
but in February council chiefs estimated 
a further £130,000 was needed to com¬ 
plete it to the standard required. 

Work on £l.4m 
housing starts 

WORK has started on a £1.4million 
scheme to build new council homes in 
Coseley. 

Over the next three years, Dudley 
Council is investing proceeds from the 
sale of council homes to develop a num¬ 
ber of new sites to provide affordable 
housing. One of the first schemes to get 
under way will be a development of 11 
homes on a former garage site on Davies 
Avenue. 

Alan Lunt, strategic director for the 
place directorate at Dudley Council, 
said: “It’s essential we continue to invest 
the money we receive from the sale of 
council homes to continue our efforts to 
provide more new and affordable hous¬ 
ing in the borough. 

“This will ultimately help reduce the 
number of people on our waiting lists.” 

Seven homes on 
former pub site 

SEVEN homes will be built on the site 
of a former pub in Cradley. 

The development has been earmarked 
for land on the corner of Intended Street 
and Hightown. The land has been empty 
since the Top Crown pub was demol¬ 
ished five years ago.

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Jail warning 
to mother 
as children 
home alone 

A DUDLEY mother who left her two 
young children home alone in a inse¬ 
cure flat while going out drinking has 
been given a stark warning by a judge 
- behave or be locked up. 

The woman admitted two charges 
of child cruelty with sentence deferred 
until August 4. She was told by Judge 
Amjad Nawaz she would be jailed if 
there was no improvement in her life. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
police, called to the block where the 
woman and her children lived to in¬ 
vestigate problems with drunks. They 
found the four-year-old watching TV 
and the two-year-old in a bedroom at 
1.20am. 

There was no lock on the front door 
to the flat, revealed Mr Jonathan 
Veasey-Pugh, prosecuting, who added 
that when the 29-year-old mother re¬ 
turned she claimed to have only been 
away for a matter of minutes but po¬ 
lice officers had been on the scene for 
at least 20 minutes before her arrival. 
She was also heavily intoxicated. 

Mr Stephen Hamblett, defending, 
said the woman - who cannot be iden¬ 
tified - was trying to get her life back 
on track and conceded: “ It will be a 
long road but she is taking positive 
steps to sort herself out.” 

Judge Amjad Nawaz told the 
woman: “You effectively abandoned 
your children albeit for a short time. 
You were in charge of these children 
and they were reliant on you for their 
safety. You have a chaotic life style 
and came back the worse for drink. 

“The ball is now in your court,” said 
the judge.

NIP'S call for action on 
sale of cannabis gear 


POTENT marijuana seeds and all 
the equipment needed to start up 
a cannabis factory are being legal¬ 
ly sold on the streets of the Black 
Country and Staffordshire. 

Now, Dudley South MP Mike Wood is 
leading calls for a change in the law to 
limit the availability and increase the 
price of equipment, including specialist 
grow lamps, fertilisers and grow tents. 

He will raise the issue in Parliament in a bid 
to clamp down on what he called the ‘scourge 
on our society’ of cannabis factories. 

Mr Wood said: “There is no reason why any 
of this equipment should be so freely available 
when it is plainly obvious that it is being used 
to produce illegal drugs. I fully support any ac¬ 
tion to either or limit or ban its sale.” 

It comes after West Midlands Police said the 
availability of grow equipment is a major factor 
in the huge numbers of cannabis farms in the 
area. 

Suburban 

Cannabis production - dubbed by the force 
as ‘the cash point of the criminal world’ - has 
direct links to other crimes including human 
trafficking and Class A drug dealing. 

Last year the force seized more than 40,000 
cannabis plants worth an estimated at £22m, 
in raids that spanned from large scale commer¬ 
cial operations to bedroom set-ups in suburban 
homes. 

Police cannabis disposal team manager Mike 
Hall said: “It is all perfectly legal equipment 
but its availability has made growing cannabis 
easier. It would help if there was legislation 
against the gear and it was more difficult for 
people to get hold of. 

“For some large scale enterprises we see peo¬ 
ple spending £15,000 on grow equipment. If we 
could make it so they had to spend £60,000 
then they might be less likely to do it.” 

More than 20 ‘grow shops’ that sell the 
equipment have opened up in the Black Coun¬ 
try and Staffordshire in recent years, including 
two in Dudley. 

The stores operate within the law and mar¬ 
ket themselves as sellers of hydroponics equip¬ 
ment. They are not allowed to sell seeds on the 
same premises, although seeds are available 
from specialist ‘head shops’. The seeds are 
generally accompanied by a warning that ger¬ 
minating them is illegal. 



Winner’s 
pride at 
being fit 
for award 

A KIND-HEARTED Dudley 
gym owner who has gone 
the extra mile to help others 
was honoured at a prestig¬ 
ious ceremony. 

Raj Kaur who runs 
Unique Fitness in the town 
was awarded the Pride 
of Dudley award for her 
achievements in the com¬ 
munity. 

The 47-year-old mother of 
three, who opened the Cas¬ 
tle Hill gym in 2010, scooped 
the prize for running free 
healthy eating and fitness 
classes for children. 

Mrs Kaur, who last year 
won the Pride of Birming¬ 
ham award, said: “I wasn’t 
expecting it at all. 

“My classes are giving 
children top tips for healthy 
eating and helping them to 
interact with each other and 
get away from their phones 
or computers. Nutrition is a 
key point too.” 

Mrs Kaur has also raised 
thousands of pounds for 
charities by holding special 
fitness classes and family 
fun days. 

She added: “I’m currently 
trying to raise money for 
the hospital equipment at 
Russells Hall with the pre¬ 
mature baby and the lung 
function unit.” 
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Yobs destroy trees 
on development 

VANDALS have destroyed trees that 
were planted in Dudley as part of a 
multi-million housing development. 

The trees were planted two years 
ago as part of the North Priory devel¬ 
opment, now known as Friars Gate, 
but yobs have snapped six of the trees 
on Birmingham New Road. 

Alan Lunt, strategic director for the 
place directorate at Dudley Council, 
said: “This is a despicable attack. 

“We work hard as a council to main¬ 
tain the green areas of the borough 
which enhance the community like 
this.” 

Street lights to 
be more efficient 

MORE than 700 of the most ineffi¬ 
cient lights on main roads in Dudley 
borough are to replaced after the 
council was handed £30,000 of Gov¬ 
ernment cash. 

The £29, 997 pot will help upgrade 
714 main road lights. 

Once complete, the project will 
reduce peak demand by lOOkw, the 
equivalent of around 800 kettles con¬ 
tinuously boiling. 

The project, which starts this 
month, will result in annual electric¬ 
ity savings of around £65,000 for the 
local authority. 

Cracking talk on 
porcelain history 

A TALK on the history of porcelain 
will be given at Wordsley Green Com¬ 
munity Centre next week. 

David Bartley will give the potted 
history of porcelain at 10am on Mon¬ 
day, April 18. 

He will also value items of porce¬ 
lain and china brought in by members 
of the public.

Football pitch fees to 
rise across borough 

PLANS to increase football pitch fees 
for scores of teams across the Dudley 
borough have been rubber-stamped. 

This is despite a report last year 
claiming almost half of the pitches 
were in a poor condition. 

Under new fee, the cost to hire a 
pitch and changing rooms next season 
will increase from £518 to £527.90. 

Costs to hire facilities on a casual 
basis will be £50.49 per match, up from 
£49.50. Fees for junior football teams 
will rise from £182.90 to £186.56.

A ‘ROYAL’ tea party is being held at 
the Beacon Centre in Sedgley in cele¬ 
bration of the Queen’s 90th birthday. 
It takes on April 21 from 12pm on¬ 
wards.

Worker caught cashing 
in stolen scratch cards

A MAN who stole five pack¬ 
ets of scratch cards worth 
£800 from his place of work 
was then caught on cam¬ 
era cashing them in, a court 
heard. 

James Kennedy, aged 27, from 
Dudley was working at Costcutter 
in Church Road, Netherton along¬ 
side his then girlfriend Lisa Price. 

Kennedy had been working in the 
back office when he stole five pack¬ 
ets of £10 and £5 National Lottery 
scratch cards on the ‘spur of the 
moment’. 

Miss Price found a large quantity 
of the used cards in her shed and 
took them into the shop, where they 
were scanned and revealed to be 
from the stolen batch. 

Dudley Magistrates Court heard 
how Kennedy, from Windsor Cres¬ 
cent, Dixons Green, had also been 
caught on camera cashing in two of 
the cards in Tesco. They were sto¬ 
len between August and September 
last year. 

Captured 

Miss Harminder Hayre, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “On October 5 last year a 
report was made to the police of a 
theft of scratch cards from Costcut¬ 
ter. Kennedy and his ex-girlfriend 
Lisa Price were living together and 
both had been working at the shop. 
Five packets were taken from the 
office containing £10 and £5 cards. 

“Kennedy was then captured on 
CCTV at Tesco cashing in two of the 
cards before being arrested.” 

Kennedy, now a self-employed 
labourer, had previously pleaded 
not guilty to theft by employee at 
his first appearance in January. He 
changed his plea at a later date. 

Mr Ranjit Bains, defending, said: 
“He had been doing work in the 
back offices and saw the cards, took 
the opportunity to take them but 
has now admitted he regrets that.” 

Kennedy was given a 12-month 
community order and 100 hours of 
unpaid work, was ordered to pay 
£800 in compensation to Costcutter, 
£500 costs and a £60 victim sur¬ 
charge.

Refugee jailed after 
frauds totalling £ 28 k 


A POLITICAL refugee whose bank 
account was used to launder thou¬ 
sands of pounds obtained in frauds 
has been jailed for two years. 

Toure Moussa of Durham Road, Rowley 
Regis, had denied three charges of con¬ 
verting criminal property, but was found 
guilty following a trial. 

Loans were obtained from an online lender 
specialising in small business loans for £6,300 
and £5,700 with the money being paid into a 
nominated account, which was Moussa’s bank 
account. 

“The fraud was quite sophisticated in na¬ 
ture, supported by copies of passports and en¬ 
ergy bills,” said Adam Western, prosecuting. 

Loans company Ezbob only suspected some¬ 
thing was wrong when no repayments were 
made on the two loans, so contacted the police 
who were able to trace the account to 32-year- 
old Moussa. 

The other victim was a customer of online 
estate agents Chesterton’s, who received an 
emailed invoice from the company requesting 
a payment of £16,309. That was followed up by 
a second email, purporting to be from the com¬ 
pany, requesting that the payment be made 
into a different account. 

Arrested 

When Chesterton’s chased up the payment 
and were told it had been paid into that other 
account, they contacted the police who again 
traced the account to Moussa. 

When he was arrested Moussa denied having 
any involvement in the frauds, claiming he had 
simply allowed another man to use his bank 
account, not realising dishonesty was involved. 

Colin McCarraher, defending, said: “This is 
a 32-year-old man, the father of two children, 
aged seven and five, who both reside in Guinea 
Bissau where they are being looked after by his 
partner. He does his best to send money back 
to them from his £250-a-week income from his 
job sorting parcels.” 

Jailing Moussa at Coventry Crown Court, 
Judge Philip Gregory told him: “You played 
an active and extremely important role in a 
sophisticated fraud that went on for a number 
of months. 

“As a consequence, a bank was cheated out 
of £12,000 which passed through your account, 
from which it was immediately withdrawn. 
More seriously, an innocent individual was de¬ 
frauded out of over £16,000.”

Piers Morgan sneered but the

SINCE the arrival of an 114ft Ferris 
Wheel to the centre of Dudley, the 
town has been cast into the nation¬ 
al spotlight. 

The attraction - called the DY Eye - 
has been criticised and dubbed ‘the worst 
tourist attraction in Britain’ after out¬ 
spoken TV presenter Piers Morgan also 
waded in to declare he could think of ‘no 
grimmer panorama than Dudley’. 

But the attraction has proved so popular 
that it will remain open for an extra two weeks 
due to public demand. 

The largest ever wheel to grace the Black 
Country made national news last month after 
Good Morning Britain host Morgan branded 
the DY Eye the worst tourist attraction in 
Britain. 

But the controversial comments have 
proved great publicity the attraction, as the 
wheel aims to hit 10,000 visitors this weekend. 

The 35 metre high giant observation wheel 
in Stone Street Square will now remain open 
for business until 6pm on Sunday, April 24. 

Managing Director of Dudley Market Trad¬ 
ers Association Len Lenihan said: “It’s bril¬ 
liant news, it just shows how successful the 
wheel has been. 

“We are delighted people have reacted so 
positively towards as we have worked hard to 
achieve this enterprise and keep it going. 

“It’s the first time we have had an attraction 
of this size in the Black Country and it looks 
to have paid off.” 

The news means the wheel will be in Dudley 
to mark the town’s St George’s Day celebra¬ 
tions on April 23. 

Alan Lunt, strategic director at Dudley 
Council, said: “We’re delighted the wheel is 
staying for an extra two weeks and we hope 
businesses will continue to enjoy the benefits 
of a nationally renowned tourist attraction in 


the heart of the town. We have been so pleased 
with the feedback from people who have rid¬ 
den on the DY Eye and it is a fantastic boost 
to our ongoing work to promote Dudley as a 
great place to visit. 

“If people haven’t had the chance to ride the 
wheel yet, there’s still time.” 

Proud Dudley residents and workers have 
sprung to their town’s defence after the Lon¬ 
don-based media decided to scoff at the town’s 
attraction. 

Javad Hussein, aged 29, who has been work¬ 
ing on Dudley Market for 12 years, said: “The 
national stories about the wheel have been 
twisted around. It’s not a fair representation 
of Dudley at all. Working for so many years on 
the markets, I’ve seen the changes that have 
been made here. It’s been a very up and down 
process but everyone is trying to work in the 
right direction. 


“What Dudley needs is mass investment, 
more shops need to be opened to attract more 
people so they can see what we can offer, but 
it’s unfair to see the criticism we’ve had as a 
town.” 

Offer 

Veronica Corfield, aged 70, from Coseley, 
said: “I come to Dudley at least three times a 
week, it caters for all my needs. 

“It’s got a lot to offer - Wrens Nest is a ge¬ 
ological site, we have the Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum, Dudley Zoo, a brand new college 
campus. 

“People still come from far and wide and I 
can think of worse places to go. People only 
want to focus on the negatives of the town 
when in fact there are a lot of positives.” 

Andrea Hubball, aged 59, of Wrens Nest, 
said: “When has Piers Morgan ever said any¬ 


thing positive about anywhere or anyone? He 
gets paid to criticise. 

“I’m proud to have lived and been brought 
up here, other people should be as well.” 

Shops have benefitted from the introduction 
of the wheel with Arcade Toy Shop manager 
Dave Carter, aged 47 from Gornal, saying he 
has experienced an increase in trade. 

“Our footfall has increased by 30 per cent, 
and we’ve seen sales rise by more than 25 per 
cent,” he said. 

“We’ve had all kinds of people visiting the 
wheel and then coming into the shop. 

“People knock Dudley, as it seems to be an 
easy target, but I think this is very unfair as 
we have plenty of heritage here. 

“The wheel has views of the castle and sur¬ 
rounding areas, plus it’s a bit of fun for the 
family. 

“The people of the town really did take 
objection to Piers Morgan’s comments about 
Dudley being dreary and dull, and he should 
take a ride and see for himself.” 

Sisters Shantelle and Shardae Mcdonald, 
aged 21 and 22, were in town visiting family 
and decided to take a trip on the wheel. 

Shantelle, who studies at London’s King¬ 
ston University, said: “At least it is trying to 
bring people into the town and be proactive, so 
the wheel is definitely trying to help the town 
for the right reasons.” 

Shardae, who attends Manchester’s Metro¬ 
politan University, added: “It is a shame that 
when anything positive tries to happen in the 
town, it seems to be disregarded before it’s 
even given a chance. 

“We are proud to have been educated and 
brought up here.” 

Grace Wyld, aged 21 from Haden Hill, was 
visiting the town for the first time in over a 
year and was impressed by what she saw. 

She said: “It’s changed a lot since I was last 
here, and for the better. The market looks 
really good and the Coronation Gardens look 
beautiful.” 

Council leader Pete Lowe has branded Mr 
Morgan’s claims as ‘absolute nonsense’ and 
believes the view from he wheel shows the re¬ 
generation of the town. 

Last week dozens rode the wheel wearing 
Piers Morgan masks in a dig at the presenter.

Health chiefs' tough year 


HEALTH bosses running ser¬ 
vices across Dudley say they 
are braced for a challenging 
period, despite meeting a 
planned £6.3 surplus. 

Dudley Clinical Commissioning 
Group says it will need to focus on 
‘reducing financial risk’ following the 
transfer of funding to Dudley Council 
for the Better Care Fund. 

Speaking at a Dudley CCG board 


meeting, chief financial officer Matt 
Hartland said: “The most important 
message is that it will be the toughest 
year for the board. 

“We will be in a much tighter posi¬ 
tion and will need to focus on quality, 
innovation, productivity and preven¬ 
tion savings. All of our costs for the 
budget next year are under pressure.” 

The CCG will also be required to 
create a one per cent spend reserve 
and a 0.5 per cent contingency reserve. 


Paul Maubach, director of commis¬ 
sioning development, said: “Our fund¬ 
ing position is in a much better state 
than some of our neighbours. We have 
a one per cent transition reserve but 
will not be able to spend it due to the 
failings in other systems.” 

Steve Wellings, primary commis¬ 
sioning group chairman, said: “This 
is a financially managed organisation. 
Over the years we have taken that 
very seriously.”

Striking doctors: we feel 
backed into a corner

“WE feel like we are being 
backed into a corner to fight 
for the survival of the NHS.” 

Those were the words of trainee 
anaesthetist Karim Salem, a jun¬ 
ior doctor who went out on strike 
in the Black Country last week. 

Hundreds of appointments were 
cancelled as junior doctors - objecting 
to a new contract - left their posts for 
their third 48-hour action. 

Mr Salem was among around a 
dozen people on the picket line at Wol¬ 
verhampton’s New Cross Hospital. He 
said: “For most of us the decision to 


walk out is a difficult one. The public 
is on our side, the government needs 
to listen to us. 

“Tired doctors make mistakes. I 
wouldn’t want to fly on a plane with 
a tired pilot.” 

Emily Gibney, trainee anaesthetist, 
also said tiredness was a ‘worry’. 

“We are already short of staff and 
don’t want to be stripped any further,” 
she said. 

Around 15 staff were also out in 
force at Russells Hall Hospital in Dud¬ 
ley. Catherine McGrath, the hospital’s 
junior BMA doctor representative, 
said: “We still consider the new con¬ 


tract to be unfair, unworkable and un¬ 
safe for patients. 

“We are frustrated and disappointed 
with the Secretary of State who hasn’t 
been out to engage with us. 

“If the new contract goes through 
there could be quite a couple of serious 
repercussions.” 

Junior doctor Samantha Hughes, 
said: “We are out here protesting be¬ 
cause we feel the current contract is 
unfair and unsafe for patients. We al¬ 
ready have gaps for the rotas for staff. 

“I hope the government will agree 
with what we are saying and come 
back to talk to us.”

Redundant workers yet 
to be paid, claims union 


MORE than 80 workers made redundant at a 
Kingswinford furniture store claim they have 
not received their redundancy pay. 

Some 84 staff members were said to have been laid 
off at Ultra Furniture on March 24, with some opt¬ 
ing for voluntary redundancy. 

Bosses at the union GMB say staff haven’t received their 


pay for the last two weeks. 

Workers were sent letters 
regarding their redundancy 
earlier this year, stating 
how much much money they 
would receive. But they say 
Ultra Furniture has yet to 
pay them. 

The business had a turn¬ 
over profit of £16 million in 
2014. 

Easter 

David Day, GMB officer, 
said: “The situation is a 
right mess. There were 84 
staff members who were 
made redundant in the 
run-up to Easter. 

“All the staff haven’t 
been paid for two weeks and 
those made redundant hav¬ 
en’t received their pay. 

“Some workers have been 
working there for over 20 
years and would be expected 
to get in excess of £20,000 
pay. 

“All the staff had received 
one week early pay when 
they were made redundant 
but nothing else.” 

Mr Day said the GMB

Union was in contact with 
solicitors over the situation. 

“I have heard no more re¬ 
sponse from the company,” 
he said. 

“We have passed 
everything on to the solic¬ 
itors to make the decision 
whether to take the matter 
to court or get a winding up 
order for the company. 

“The staff are absolutely 
bereaved, they have gone a 
third week without pay.” 

Paul Ghent, a former up¬ 
holsterer at the company, 
who spent 20 years there, 
said: “They have kept every¬ 
body in the dark. 

“The goalposts have been 
moved that much now no¬ 
body knows what is going 
on. 

“I think it is a shame for 
people who are still working 
there, they don’t know what 
is going on.” 

Bosses were not available 
for comment.

Old school 
dining hall 
work starts 

A SCHOOL dining hall 
is making way for a new 
canteen thanks to a £1.5m 
grant. 

The Kingswinford School 
Academy was awarded the 
money from the Depart¬ 
ment for Education from its 
Academy programme. 

The project to replace 
the dining hall, which dates 
back to 1939, should be 
completed by the end of the 
month. Around £103,000 
will be spent on the hall in¬ 
cluding new kitchens, seat¬ 
ing and decoration. 

The grant was the fifth 
consecutive successful bid 
from the school over the last 
three years. Head Bronwyn 
Hedley said: “We are abso¬ 
lutely over the moon to get 
this fifth successful grant 
and have certainly given 
the school a new lease of life 
and refurbished some of the 
older classrooms too.” 

Including the latest al¬ 
location, the Water Road 
school has received around 
£2.6 million in total. 


Action over 
Oak Lane 
fly-tipping 

FLY-TIPPERS have cost 
council taxpayers in Dud¬ 
ley borough more than

Kingswinford North and 
Wall Heath Councillor 
Dave Tyler said: “There 
has been a problem for a 
number of years at Oak 
Lane.

A GOVERNMENT minister says 
upcoming council elections are a 
‘pivotal moment’ in taking Dudley 
out of a ‘financial black hole’.

“We look forward to working with the Department for 
Transport and the three bidders in shaping our local rail 
services for the forthcoming franchise. The successful 
train operator will be working in an exciting new envi¬ 
ronment where the West Midlands will have real influ¬ 
ence and responsibility over its local services.” 


Plea to ban 
motorbikes 
at Beacon 
beauty spot 


A CAMPAIGN has been launched to ban mo¬ 
torbikes from a Black Country beauty spot 
after residents complained of anti-social be¬ 
haviour. 

People say motorcycles are being rode across the 
Beacon, in Sedgley, prompting reports to police. 

Damian Corfield, who is standing as Labour’s candidate 
for Sedgley in the forthcoming local elections, is pushing 


for Dudley Council to take 
action to stop motorbikes 
getting on the Beacon and 
make the area safer for peo¬ 
ple to visit. 

“The land at Sedgley Bea¬ 
con has been ruined because 
of people riding motorbikes 
over the area,” Mr Corfield 
said. “Grass is being turned 
in to mass areas of mud.” 

He said he aimed to make 
the Sedgley Beacon a more 
attractive and safer place 
to visit and help to save the 
local environment. 

Ride 

“I have heard from lots of 
residents who live near the 
Beacon who are not happy 
with the way it is being 
treated by people who use it 
as a place to ride their mo¬ 
torbikes,” he added. 

“I am asking the council 
to take action and keep mo¬ 
torbikes away from the area. 

“I’ll continue to take up 
local concerns with Dud¬ 
ley Council so we can get 
the extra safety measures 
that residents want put in 
place.” 

West Midlands Police said 
the force had three com¬ 
plaints last month about 
nuisance associated with 
off-road bikes.

director, Alan Lunt, whose 
department oversees envi¬ 
ronment issues, said: “Peo¬ 
ple are not allowed to ride 
motorbikes on any of the 
borough’s parks or open 
spaces for a number of rea¬ 
sons. 

“It is not only dangerous 
but causes a nuisance for 
people enjoying the areas 
for their intended purpose. 

“We do what we can in 
terms of securing the area 
and already have barriers 
and gates in place to stop 
bikes getting on there, from 
the Dudley borough side of 
the site. 

“We have also worked 
with police in the past when 
specific issues have been 
raised. However, we would 
ask people to be the eyes 
and ears of the community 
to report these incidents of 
anti-social behaviour to us 
and the police.” 

It is illegal to ride any 
motorbike in public open 
spaces such as parks, play 
areas and on pavements. 

West Midlands Police say 
officers regularly receive 
complaints concerning the 
anti-social use of off-road 
motorbikes.

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Badger sett delays 
anti-flooding project 


A LONG-awaited £1.4 million pro¬ 
ject to prevent a brook in the Black 
Country from overflowing and flood¬ 
ing near homes is facing further de¬ 
lays. 

The project to strengthen and 
enlarge the Cradley Forge embank¬ 
ment on Mousesweet Brook in Cra¬ 
dley was first mooted in June 2014. 

But a new council report warns 
the scheme is months behind sched¬ 
ule, with work not due to get under 
way until August. 

Badger setts discovered on the 
site and work to protect a ‘com¬ 
plex’ sewer system have led to the 
hold-up. 

Cradley historian Harry Bloomer 
said: “It has flooded very badly down 
there in the past. 

“They used to have problems with 
water coming underneath the road 
and did a lot of excavation to build 
the culvert. It did used to get quite 
bad down there.” 

A report to a full council meeting 
states: “Design and construction 
technical difficulties have resulted 
in a substantial delay in commenc¬ 
ing works, in particular the design 
and proposals for the complex tem¬ 
porary and permanent protection 
measures to the Severn Trent’s two 
large strategic foul sewers situated 


above the line of the proposed large 
watercourse culvert. 

“In addition, recent badger activ¬ 
ity has been observed in a previously 
identified inactive sett close to the 
main culvert works area and as such 
additional monitoring and a works 
licence is required. 

“Site preparation works were due 
to commence in February/March 
with the main works now commenc¬ 
ing in August 2016. Spend is forecast 
to be within budget.” 

The council initially said the work 
needed to be carried out as the exist¬ 
ing 165ft long small diameter brick 
culvert, which runs through the ash 
embankment, was failing due to 
its poor condition posing ‘a serious 
threat to public safety’. 

They say it often blocked by wa¬ 
tercourse flood debris and flytipping 
waste. Work would be carried out to 
replace it with a much larger culvert 
to reduce the risk of the brook flood¬ 
ing. This section of the brook runs 
near the confluence with the River 
Stour near Woodland Avenue, Cra¬ 
dley. 

Mousesweet Brook runs through 
the 4.3-hectare Mousesweet Brook 
Local Nature Reserve, which is lo¬ 
cated on the boundary between 
Sandwell and Dudley.

Funding pot will 
help fix region's 
crumbling roads 

FUNDING of more than £1.5 million is heading to the 
Black Country and Staffordshire to fix crumbling roads. 

The four Black Country local authorities plus Staf¬ 
fordshire County Council have been given the slice of 
£50 million to repair nearly one million potholes across 
the country over the next 12 months. 

Staffordshire gets the largest pot - worth £1,069,000 - 
allowing 20,170 potholes to be filled. In the Black Coun¬ 
try, Dudley will receive £172,000 to fix 3,245 potholes, 
while Sandwell will benefit from £160,000 to fill 3,019. 

Walsall Council has been given £140,000 to fill 
2,642 potholes and Wolverhampton gets the least with 
£110,000 to repair 2,072 potholes. Overall, 13 councils in 
the West Midlands will get £5.7m to tackle our battered 
roads, streets and highways. 

Transport Secretary Patrick McLoughlin said: “I 
know how important well-maintained roads are to peo¬ 
ple across the West Midlands. 

“This is just one part of our unprecedented investment 
in local road maintenance over the next five years. We 
are giving a record £512m to local authorities in West 
Midlands that will improve journeys across the region.” 

The Government has promised to give councils £250m 
just to tackle potholes until 2021. In total, the govern¬ 
ment is spending a record £6.1 billion nationwide on local 
highways maintenance between 2015/16 and 2020/21. 

The government says this gives councils long-term 
certainty for the first time to plan future work with the 
aim of preventing potholes and improving local roads, 
bridges and street lighting. 


Statue call 
by MR to 
honour war 
hero's life 

A DUDLEY MP has called for a statue to 
commemorate the life of the Black Country 
war hero who became known as the ‘British 
Schindler’. 

Major Frank Foley risked his life on numerous oc¬ 
casions to save tens of thousands of Jews from Ger¬ 
man concentration camps in the 1930s. 

Now, Ian Austin is set to push for a statue of Major Foley 
to take pride of place in his 


home town of Stourbridge. 

The Dudley North MP 
said: “We now have a me¬ 
morial tree and plaque in 
Mary Stevens Park, but I 
would like to see a statue to 
Frank Foley so that people 
from right across the Black 
Country can come and learn 
about him and our country’s 
role in fighting for freedom, 
democracy and tolerance 
against Nazi Germany.” 

Mr Austin is preparing to 
host an event in Westmin¬ 
ster on April 20 to celebrate 
Major Foley’s life. It wil 
feature a talk by Michael 
Smith, the author of Frank 
Foley: The Spy Who Saved 
Ten Thousand Jews. 

Unique 

The 1999 book brought 
his hitherto secret but ex¬ 
traordinary achievements 
to the public’s attention. 

Mr Austin said: “When 
other European countries 
were sending Jews to con¬ 
centration camps, Britain 
provided a safe haven for 
tens of thousands of refu¬ 
gees. 

“I think this period de¬ 
fines what it means to be 
British - our unique re¬ 
sponse to the Holocaust and 
role in the war gives us the 
right to claim a particular 
attached to the values of de¬ 
mocracy, equality, freedom, 
fairness and tolerance. 

“Frank Foley embodies 
these values. His refusal to 
stand by when people were 
being singled out because 
of their race and religion 
marks him out as a true 
local hero, and his name 
should be one that everyone 
in Dudley recognises and

celebrates. I’m holding this 
event in Parliament to cel¬ 
ebrate his life and push for 
a more permanent memorial 
to Major Foley’s achieve¬ 
ments.” 

Major Foley was a Brit¬ 
ish intelligence officer who 
worked undercover as a 
passport control officer in 
pre-war Berlin. 

At great personal risk, 
he saved thousands of Jews 
from certain death, forging 
documents so they could 
escape from Nazi Germany 
and hiding up to three or 
four of them in his own 
house at any one time. 

Major Foley, who died in 
1958, was posthumously 
accorded the status Right¬ 
eous Amongst the Nations 
in 1999 and British Hero of 
the Holocaust in 2010. 

A plaque was erected in 
his honour at the British 
Embassy in Berlin in 2004. 

A statue of Major Foley 
already exists in the town 
of his birth, Highbridge in 
Somerset. Last year a golden 
amber tree and plaque were 
unveiled in Stourbridge’s 
Mary Stevens Park.

AN iconic former cinema in 
Stourbridge has been put on 
the rental market just over a 
month after it was snapped 
up for £350,000. 

The old Savoy Cinema in Lower 
High Street is up for rent on the 
Rightmove property website. 

The property, which contains a se¬ 
ries of interlinked buildings, was sold 
for £350,000 by estate agents Walton 
and Hipkiss back in February. 

Now the new owner has put it up 
for rent, but also offered the option 
for people to snap the place up for 
£600,000. 

Rental options for the 16,000sq ft 
building are for £5,333 per month or a 
total of £64,000 per year according to 
the online advert. A statement on the 
property’s Rightmove page sets out 
the opportunities for investors. 

This reads: “The property comprises 
a substantial premises that was for¬ 
merly used as a cinema before being 
converted into a three-storey premises

and more recently used as a supermar¬ 
ket, nightclub and gym. 

“Alternatively consideration will be 
given to the sale of the property with 
offers in the region of £600,000 sought 
for the freehold interest, subject to 
contract.” 

When it was previously sold, plans 
to develop the site into a care home or 
retirement complex were put forward. 

The new owner was said to be in dis¬ 
cussions with several ‘interested par¬ 
ties’ about the future of the site. 

The historic building has not been 
used as a cinema for more than three 
decades and in recent years attracted 
controversy when it was a lap-dancing 
club. 

It has also been used for retail pur¬ 
poses and most recently was a health 
and fitness club. 

Groups wanting to reopen the Savoy 
as a cinema had shown interest but it 


is now thought unlikely that will hap¬ 
pen. The Savoy closed as a cinema in 
1982 after more than 60 years as a pic¬ 
ture-house, originally called the Scala. 
The Savoy closed as a cinema in 1982. 

Its change to a lap-dancing club 
called Heaven attracted criticism from 
local politicians, while an investigation 
was launched after claims it breached 
its licence were made in a Channel 4 
documentary. 

The advert on Rightmove also hints 
there are development possibilities 
for the site, with the suggestion that 
it could be open for ‘alternative uses’. 
A statement says anyone hoping to 
refurbish the historic building should 
speak with council planners. 

The web advert states: “The prop¬ 
erty may be suitable for alternative 
uses and interested parties are advised 
to speak to Dudley Metropolitan Bor¬ 
ough Council’s planning department.”

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Council boss sorry over 
child services failings

Take art with festival event 


DUDLEY Council chief ex¬ 
ecutive Sarah Norman has 
apologised over a damning 
Ofsted report which rated 
the authority’s children’s ser¬ 
vices as inadequate. 

“I can only apologise to the chil¬ 
dren, young people and families 
in Dudley that the services aren’t 
good enough,” she said. 

An inspection by the watchdog 
flagged up long-standing, systemic 
failings across the department. 

Government commissioner Elea¬ 
nor Brazil has been appointed to help 
get children’s services up to scratch, 
with a three-month remit to review 
the department’s performance. If im¬ 
provements are not made in that time 
children’s services in Dudley could be 
taken over by the Government. 

Ms Norman, who joined the author¬ 
ity in January 2015, admitted serious 
work had to be done to get the depart¬ 
ment back on track. However, she said 
the authority has already recognised 
the need for improvements and had 
got these under way. 

The Ofsted report is critical across 
the board, with inadequate ratings 
for ‘children who need help and pro¬ 
tection’, ‘children looked after and 
achieving permanence’, ‘adoption per¬ 
formance’, and ‘leadership, manage¬ 
ment and governance’. 

It adds some vulnerable youngsters 
had to wait for three months for con¬ 
tact with a social worker. 

The performance of councillors also 
comes under fire, prompting calls for 
the heads of former cabinet member 
for children’s services Councillor Tim 
Crumpton and council leader Pete 
Lowe by their political opponents. 

Ms Norman said she fully accepted 
the findings of the report and warned 
it could take ‘months’ to make the 
needed improvements.

Carers admit safety breach 
after choking death in car 


TWO carers have admitted safety 
breaches which led to the death of 
a vulnerable patient who choked to 
death while on his way to a holiday. 

Andrew Strazdins was being taken from 
the West Midlands to a caravan park in 
Cornwall. He died as he was being driven 
through north Devon. 

The vulnerable 53-year-old was fed a chicken 
meatball by carers Barbara Arch, aged 57, of 
Smallshire Way, Stourbridge and Wendy Sil¬ 
vester, 48, of Newland Court, Birmingham. 

He died after choking on the food in the back 
of the car, it was heard. The carers were origi¬ 
nally charged with gross negligence manslaugh¬ 


ter but admitted an offence under the Health 
and Safety Act after the more serious allegation 
was withdrawn. 

Both admitted failing to discharge their duty 
under the Health and Safety at Work Act but 
were cleared of manslaughter at Exeter Crown 
Court. 

Adjourned 

Judge Mr Justice Popplewell adjourned the 
case for pre-sentence reports and to allow for 
a victim impact statement from Mr Strazdin’s 
sister. Detective Constable Rob Parish, the in¬ 
vestigating officer, said Mr Strazdins had se¬ 
vere learning difficulties and suffered from the 
swallowing condition dysphagia. He had been 


travelling from the West Midlands to Hayle in 
Cornwall for a holiday with his two carers. 

Risk assessments were made and the carers 
knew their client had to be supervised and given 
the right type of liquidised food. 

Detective Inspector Andy Berry said: “During 
the journey he was given inappropriate food - a 
type of mushed, hard chicken meatball. He was 
given more than one, and he choked when one 
got lodged in the back of his throat.” 

The carers, who worked for a national care 
provider based in Oldbury, called 999 and tried 
to give him first aid but he died at the scene. 

The two women did not dispute the circum¬ 
stances of what took place and both admitted 
risk assessments were in place as to how he 
should have been fed, said DC Parish.

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Owls of delight at sanctuary

STAFF and volunteers have had a hoot 
getting ready for the opening of a new owl 
sanctuary. 

The World Owl Centre is being created 
at Himley Park on the Black Country and 
South Staffordshire border. 

More than 20 years’ worth of debris and 
undergrowth is being shifted from the two 
and a half-acre derelict site to make way for 
the sanctuary. 

It will be run by the World Owl Trust, 
which holds some of the finest and most di¬ 
verse collection of breeding birds in the UK. 

Conservative MP for South Staffordshire 
Gavin Williamson mucked in during a visit 
to the site which will eventually be home to 
60 aviaries plus and education centre, tea 
room and shop. 

The area has been neglected since 1995 
when a model village and miniature railway 


was closed down. The centre is on track to 
open to visitors next spring and it is hoped 
people will come from far and wide to see 
the collection of birds. 

Around 20 staff are expected to be taken 
on. 

The World Owl Trust cares for 190 birds 
of 52 species to ensure they are preserved. 

Chairman Alan Peace, who lives in Worn- 
bourne, said: “This project is a very exciting 
one for the trust and the World Owl Cen¬ 
tre is going to become a major attraction 
where visitors will be able to see examples 
of some owl species, which they cannot see 
anywhere else in the world. 

“It is going to provide opportunities for 
both employment and volunteering. Schools 
and young people in the Midlands will be 
given the opportunity to study birds at close 
quarters.” 


Rare FA Cup tickets 
on sale at auction 

TWO rare Wolves and West Bromwich Albion FA Cup tick¬ 
ets are set to fetch more than £2,000 in total at auction. 

A 1921 Wolves-Spurs FA Cup final ticket which cost five 
shillings new (25p in modern money) is expected to sell 
for between £700 and £1,000 at Graham Budd Auctions in 
London on April 26.

That 1921 FA Cup final was the fifth of Wolves’ eight 
FA Cup final appearance and it ended in a 1-0 win for the 
London club, who had also beaten Albion 4-0 at the FA Cup 
semi final at Villa Park on April 8, 1901. The Baggies have 
since made five FA Cup finals, winning three of them

An unwelcome surprise 
is in store for Murray 


B en Miller has been giving his 
old comedy partner Alexander 
Armstrong a run for his money 
in the ubiquity stakes recently. 

In February, the former Death in 
Paradise star returned to his 
scientific roots (he abandoned a PhD 
in solid state physics at Cambridge 
University to concentrate on comedy) 
by presenting the ITV series It’s Not 
Rocket Science. 

And now he’s back on the BBC 
with the new sitcom I Want My Wife 
Back, which could probably also be 
counted as a return to familiar 
ground. 

The sitcom is written and produced 
by Mark Bussell and Justin Sbresni, 
who previously collaborated with Ben 
on another comedy with a seemingly 
self-explanatory title, The Worst 
Week of My Life. 

The first series, which aired in 
2004, followed publishing executive 
Howard Steel during the run-up to 
his wedding, when he found himself 
plagued by everything from an 
obsessive ex to a hospitalised 
grandmother. It was followed by a 


second series and festive special, 
entitled (wait for it) The Worst 
Christmas of My Life. 

However, as you may have 
already deduced, I Want My Wife 
Back follows a man whose main 
concern isn’t making it to the church 
on time but staying out of the divorce 
court. 

Ben stars as Murray, a seemingly 
happily married man who in this 
opening episode is in busy arranging 
a surprise 40th birthday party for his 
beloved wife Bex (Doc Martin’s 
Caroline Catz, who knows a thing or 
two about playing long-suffering 
other halves). But it turns out that 
he’s the one in for a shock when he 
hears that she’s planning to leave 
him.He desperately tries to find her 
before the party, and is devastated 
when she confirms that she really is 
going. 

So, naturally he tries to cancel the 
bash, only to find it’s too late. As the 
guests begin to arrive, a shell¬ 
shocked Murray and Bex struggle to 
put on a brave face, and things get 
even worse when someone springs 


another very awkward birthday 
surprise. 

Murray’s heartbreak may not 
initially sound all that hilarious, but 
events will become increasingly 
farcial. Future episodes will see 
Murray try to find out exactly why Bex 
has left him and what he can do to 
win her back, and his friends, family 
and colleagues are only too ready to 
offer their well-meaning, if not always 
helpful, advice. 

And while Murray may be 
struggling, Ben is definitely having a 
good time. He says: “I feel incredibly 
lucky to be back in the BBC comedy 
fold, playing the incredibly unlucky 
hero of I Want My Wife Back. With 
Mainstreet at the helm and Mark 
Bussell and Justin Sbresni on script, 
this truly feels like a match made in 
heaven.” 

Commissioning editor Chris 
Sussman adds: “It’s a very modern 
farce with a great cast, and I can’t 
wait to see it on TV. The writers do a 
brilliant job of putting Ben Miller down 
a hole and then watching him 
painfully trying to crawl his way out...”

Serving up taste of Spain 


New restaurant owner Imran 
Iqbal has that extra helping of 
enthusiasm and it is paying off, 
as MARK SHIPP finds out 

TAKE an empty shop unit, add a 
touch of ambition, sprinkle in some 
themed decor and mix together 
with genuine Spanish fare. 

Top it all off with a chef from Barcelona 
and you have a taste of Spain in one small 
corner of Walsall. 

It might be one ‘el’ of a gamble but owner 
Imran Iqbal believes it is one worth taking. 

For many years, Imran has set his sights on 
opening a Spanish-themed restaurant and has 
this year finally seen his vision realised. 

Extensive research in his home town led 
Imran to believe such a concept was needed. 
He and business partner Azhar Nawaz visited 
Spain to learn about its culture, its food and 
its influences, and, after deciding it would be a 
success, even recruited chef Asad. 

He’s from Barcelona. 

And he has 14 years experience working for 
a five-star hotel in the Catalonian city. 

Flamenco 

The venue in Goodall Street, a former bar, 
was not Imran’s first choice, but this hidden 
gem is well-worth seeking out. 

It is tastefully decorated to give it an authen¬ 
tic Spanish feel - and all Imran’s own work. 
In fact, we half expected to be serenaded by 
a woman in flamenco dress playing the casta¬ 
nets. 

The menu offers a range of tapas dishes, 
as well as pizza and salads, pasta, paella and 
risotto, even steaks and burgers and has an 
added desi fusion. 

We chose a starter, ensalade feta tomate - 
that’s tomato and feta salad, which we shared, 
but left it until our mains as the perfect accom¬ 
paniment. Our mains choices were canelloni

rossini for the better half and risotto de polio 
for myself, topped with parmesan cheese, suc- 
culently creamy and with a not-too-overpow- 
ering hint of pepper. 

Arriba means fast in Spanish so the name 
Ba Ba Reeba was chosen as a play on words to 
associate with quick service. It was not rapid, 
we discovered, but the best things come to 
those who wait in my book, so that was not 
a problem. 

What’s more, we were equipped with a de¬ 


vice that could order drinks or call the staff 
from the comfort of our own table. Unfortu¬ 
nately, that does not include alcohol, though 
unique ‘halal’ non-alcoholic wines are served. 

Despite demolishing my own dessert, the 
delicious crema catalana, I spent most of the 
time drooling over my other half s crepes, 
which came with ice cream and drizzled 
in strawberry sauce, so both of those come 
highly recommended. The former is akin to 
creme brulee with a hard sticky piece of cara¬ 


mel in the middle. Gorgeous. Ba Ba Reeba is 
not guaranteed to take off, but it deserves to, 
particularly if passion was any guarantee of 
success, as Imran has that in abundance and 
is determined to make it work. The food is a 
good start as it was delightful. 

I agree there is a need for such a restaurant 
locally. However, the lack of alcohol could 
prove to be a stumbling block. 

A drop of sangria certainly wouldn’t go 
amiss with a bowl of paella or risotto, but that 


shouldn’t put people off either, so it remains 
to be seen what others make of it. Early feed¬ 
back is certainly promising with many positive 
remarks on online review pages. 

Ba Ba Reeba caters for 50 diners. It is open 
for lunch from noon to 2pm and from 5-11pm 
Sunday to Thursday, on Friday from 5pm to 
midnight on Friday and on Saturday from 
noon to 2pm and 5pm to midnight.

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Great breadth of ability

In a world car market where the 
compact SUV is the fastest grow¬ 
ing, and most competitive, it’s 
good to see a manufacturer blaz¬ 
ing its own trail. 

Jeep’s new Renegade certainly does 
that: its chunky, purposeful looks defy 
the convention for the ‘hatchback on 
steroids’ appearance of many of its 
crossover rivals. 

It’s instantly identifiable as a Jeep, not 
least because of the trademark seven-slot 
grille, and demonstrates pride and con¬ 
fidence of the brand’s 75-year heritage of 
making sports utility vehicles. 

But at the same time it represents the 
company’s future: it’s the first Jeep to be 
built outside the US (in Italy) and the first 
product resulting from a sharing of technol¬ 
ogy with its new partner Fiat. 

The Renegade range does, of course, 
include two wheel drive versions with eco¬ 
nomical engines and low C02 emissions 
- a must for this market - with prices from 
£17,295 but you wouldn’t expect Jeep to 
produce a new model (it’s first for a decade) 
without at least one version which was the 
real deal, a car with serious off-road ability. 

This is the Trailhawk, the top of the range 
Trailhawk with a seemingly expensive price 
tag of £28,595. 

But this is the chief Renegade, the flag¬ 
ship model which is not only the best 
equipped in terms of comfort and technol¬ 
ogy, it’s also the most powerful and ready 
for tackling the most extreme terrain. It has 
skid plates underneath to protect the car’s 
mechanicals, plus a set of low range gears, 


four wheel drive lock, multi-mode terrain re¬ 
sponse and hill descent control. 

The overall design is more purposeful 
than pretty, with short overhangs front and 
rear and a high bonnet line which allows the 
driver to easily see the car’s corners as you 
thread your way through boulders and trees 
(and car parks for that matter). 

The Renegade proudly bears the red Trail 
Rated’ badge which means it has passed a 
series of gruelling off-road tests. Yet this isn’t 
the rough, semi-agricultural off-roader of 
yesteryear. In fact, its creature comforts and 
refinement on the road mean that, apart from 
the high seating position, you’d be hard put 
to distinguish the on-road experience from a 
decent hatchback or saloon. 

It has longer travel, beefy suspension 
needed for tackling the rough stuff but on 
the road the ride is only slightly on the firm 
side, and far from uncomfortable. It is also 
almost surprisingly agile on twisty b-roads, 
with excellent body control and none of the 
rock ‘n’ roll of many traditional SUVs. 

The nine (yes NINE) speed automatic 
gearbox ensures plenty of performance (un¬ 
der nine seconds for the 0 to 62mph sprint) 
with low revs and noise, while also aiding 
economy. You can change gear manually, 
too, if you want a sportier drive. 

The 2.0 litre turbo diesel, the most pow¬ 
erful in the range with 170bhp, produces its 
maximum pulling power from just 1,750rpm 
and, in official laboratory tests was capable 
of averaging 47.9mpg. The test car returned 
just on 40mpg, which since this involved a 
high proportion of urban driving, was accept¬ 
able for a full-blown 4x4. 

This equates to a C02 rating of 155g/ 
km. For those looking for something cheap¬ 
er to run, there are a range of other engine 
options - the 120bhp, 1.6 multijet diesel for

example, with a six-speed manual gearbox 
is nearly £10,000 cheaper to buy, and uses 
less fuel, with a 115g/km C02 rating reduc¬ 
ing your tax liability too. 

The car echoes the luxurious feel of 
its larger Jeep relatives, with leather up¬ 
holstery (front are heated and electrically 
adjustable), dual-zone climate control and 
central control screen for navigation, audio 
and vehicle settings. The instruments are 
clear, and like the rest of the cabin, have an 
upmarket appearance. The tall cabin has 
room for five adults, and 351 litres of cargo 
space with the rear seats in place. 

The test car had a panoramic sunroof 


with sun shield, which are independently, 
electrically retractable, which added extra 
light and more luxury as a £1,100 option. 

This top of the range Trailhawk will prob¬ 
ably be something of a niche product - a 
great many buyers in the compact SUV 
market will no doubt opt for the cheaper, 
smaller engined two wheel drive versions. 
But there will be those who will want to take 
the rough with the smooth, a car which 
can go where many of its rivals (including 
some full size SUVs) can’t and is equally at 
home in the mountains or the city centre, 
There just aren’t too many vehicles about 
with this breadth of ability.

Italian style 
that appeals 
to the heart 
and head

Even Fiat must have been surprised by the 
success of its retro-styled 500 nearly a dec¬ 
ade ago. 

Cute, stylish and economical, the city car was a 
faithful but modern interpretation of the cheap and 
cheerful little model which was a mainstay of the Ital¬ 
ian motor industry in the 50s, 60s and 70s, much as 
the Mini was here. 

It was, however, significantly bigger: but perhaps not big 
enough to satisfy all would-be buyers, especially those with 
growing families. And so a larger, compact MPV (the 500L) 
was born and more recently its crossover, or compact SUV 
sibling the 500X. 

Both are instantly recognisable members of the family, 
with the 500 ‘face’ but the X is arguably the prettier, more 
stylish version, and was targetted at the fastest growing sec¬ 
tor of the new car market. 

Buyers seem to just love SUVs: there are lots of reasons 
from the high ‘command’ driving position, ease of access 
and image (even though the majority sold don’t have a tra¬ 
ditional SUV’s all wheel drive system). 

The 500X rivals many family-sized hatchbacks, with room 
for five adults, with plenty of headroom, and a decent 351 
litres of boot space with easily foldable rear seats for a much 
larger, flat cargo area when the need arises. But is also has 
lots of style: it isn’t only the car’s face which reminds you of 
its little city car sibling. It’s interior is perhaps rather more 
mature (as befits that ‘growing family’ buyer, but with fea¬ 
tures such as retro-look door handles, a body-coloured de¬ 
cor strip (bright alloy on top models) and a neatly integrat¬ 
ed infotainment screen with a wide range of functions. 

The test car came in ‘Lounge’ trim, a front wheel drive 
version powered by a second generation multijet 1.6 litre 
turbo diesel which, at £20,935, is just about halfway up the 
500X range. 

The flagship model is the ‘Cross’ spec with all wheel 
drive, automatic transmission and a 2.0 litre diesel engine at 
a touch under £26,000. 

The 1.6 turbo diesel, combined with a six-speed manual 
gearbox,isn’t available with all wheel drive but it’s still likely 
to be one of the most popular engine choices for both busi¬ 
ness and private buyers, The reason is it’s blend of perfor¬ 
mance (0 to 62mph in 10.5 seconds)), economy (60mpg) 
and low C02 emissions (109g’km) which translates into low 
road tax and benefit in kind costs. 

It has plenty of torque from low revs for brisk, smooth pro¬ 
gress and is quite, too - there’s no audible clue to the fact 
it’s an oil-burner under the bonnet. 

Responses 

You can adjust the driving mode with a rotary switch be¬ 
tween the seats (standard, sport and winter), which acts on 
steering and throttle response. Sport mode does make the 
car feel instantly more lively, more of a ‘driver’s car’ but it’s 
perfectly adequate in standard mode for most purposes. 

Winter mode speaks for it out, softening up responses 
for tackling slippery conditions and naturally on a modern 
car you have a full range of ekectronic wizardry including 
traction and stability systems.. 

While the 500X is taller than most hatchback rivals, the 
suspension is a good combination - supple enough to soak 
up the bumps yet firm enough to ensure accurate turn-in 
through the twisty bits without any appreciable body roll. It’s 
a comfortable, grown up experience. 

Many buyers will be happy with the front wheel drive ver¬ 
sion, as with many of the 500X’s compact SUV rivals. The 
Fiat’s automatic system is a competent affair, and comes 
on models with the range’s two most powerful engines, the 
140bhp petrol and the 170bhp (two litre) diesel. 

The ‘Lounge’ test car came with front, side and curtain air¬ 
bags, disc brakes all round, 18-inch alloys, tinted windows, 
rear parking sensors, electric wing mirrors remote controls 
on the steering wheel and a cruise control with speed limiter. 

Atop the centre of the dash is the touch screen which 
monitors and controls a range of functions, including vari¬ 
ous car system settings and a comprehensive trip computer 
as well as the audio, Bluetooth and connectivity systems. 

The test car was fitted with the optional £550 ‘Nav Pack’, 
which includes a slightly larger (6.5 inch) screen. Press fleet 
vehicles tend to be kitted out to showcase what’s available 
to buyers, so other extras included leather seats (£900), a 
sunroof (£950), heated front seats £175), and the ‘winter 
pack’ (heated steering wheel and windscreen) at £150. 

The 500X faces some tough competition as more and 
more manufacturers chase sales in the compact SUV sec¬ 
tor. But it has space, a range of engines which allow you to 
choose economy or performance (and a fair balance of both 
in the 1.6 diesel), there are two and four wheel drive options 
and it’s competitively priced. 

And, for many, there’s no substitute for that Italian styl¬ 
ing: it’s pretty and practical, a car which appeals to both the 
heart and the head.

SPRINGHILL Cricket Club are in high spirits as 
the new season gets under way. The club, in 
Lower Penn, held its first AGM in its new pavil¬ 
ion recently and now all three of their teams are 
geared up for the new campaign in the Stafford¬ 
shire Cricket Club Championship. 

Springhill CC was set up in 1949 and they have been 
based at their present site since 1950.

Three years ago, the club was awarded £50,000 of National 
Lottery funding to develop its new clubhouse and back in Sep¬ 
tember, they secured a £50,000 grant from Biffa Award to com¬ 
plete the second phase of the development. 

Backing 

Sport England were among others to provide financial 
backing and the building, which cost an approximate total of 
£180,000, is now in place, with just a few finishing touches to 
put to it. 

Club secretary Dan Kinsey is relieved to now have a ‘solid’ 
facility and said: “It is a brand new clubhouse, a facility that 
wasn’t there at all previously. Our old wooden pavilion was 
burnt down 11 years ago, gutted in an arson attack, and it 
almost put the club to an end. 

“The facility is solid, it is brand new. There are two changing 
rooms, which will have shower facilities. There are new toilet 
facilities, a big community room with a kitchen, and there will 
be a bar area too. We are putting the finishing touches to it 
now and, at some point in the summer, we will be hosting our 
grand opening for the building, which we see effectively as the 
relaunch of the club.” 

The club is being supported by South Staffordshire MP 
Gavin Williamson and NatWest Bank as they prepare the play¬ 
ing surface and construct new training nets for the forthcom¬ 
ing season. Volunteers from NatWest were due to help club 
members to fit the new mobile nets.
